“© The, Vifcount de Hereria Spanith Minifter at the Ha- 
gue, has received an anfwer fram the States-Geueral to his 
two memorials relative to Gibraltar. This anfwer is very 
favourable, and conformable tothe placard publithed on that 
fubject by their High Mightineffes. At the end of the an- 
(wer, the States-General requeft the ambaflador to ufe his 
good offices with the King his Matter, that it may pleafe 
his Majeity to order that the procedures againft Duteh vef- 
fels may be as fhort as poflible, that they may obtain exact 
juitice, and that, in future, they would not act in fo pe- 
remptory a manner againit them, but examine the cafe well. 

«© We hear that a deputation of merchants from Rotter- 
dam came to the Hague laft week, and prefented a requelt 
to the States-General, figned by 16 merchants of that city ; 
in which it is faid that they complain grievoufly of the 
ftrange, and inimical conduct of the Court of Madrid to- 
wards the Dutch veffels, &c. and requeft redrefs on that 
head. 4t is faid that they at the fame time hint their difap- 
probation of the placard publifhed by the States on the 
31it of December, as being, in their opinion, too favoura- 
ble tothe court of Spain, &e. 

« The Greffier Fagel has-received an exprefs from Count 
Weldren, the Dutch ambaffador at London, with difpatches 
relative to the taking of the Dutch thips under convoy of 
Count Byland; at the reading of which, it is faid, all the 
members of the aflembly of the States were greatly affected ; 
however, it is not imagined that this affair will have any 
bad confequences, from the offers of payment and indemni- 
fication made by the Court of London. 

“¢ Sir Jofeph Yorke has alfo received an exprefs from his 
Court, on the reception of which he had a con‘erence with 
the Prefident of the States General, and then with the 
Prince Stadtholder.
